She 
and her children are living with her 
parents, and are all looking forward to 
spending the holidays on their own for 
the first time.

After the festivities, each tree 
would be delivered to one of the apart- 
ments — house warming gifts of the 
nicest kind.

The new neighbors are almost as ex- 
cited about their immediate surroun- 
dings as they are about their beautiful 
apartments. There is a grassy play 
area outside within view and earshot 
of parents. Even though the develop- 
ment has its own crossing guard, Mary 
Washington, to watch over them, its 
officially opened these units. 


Most of the New Community family 
knows Henrietta Sparrow, a resident 
of the Extended Care Facility. Mrs. 
Sparrow oftens sits at the front desk 
in the lobby, surveying the employees 
and visitors at Extended Care. She in- 
structs Mary Devlin, Administrator, 
on the “how-to” of running the 180 bed 
facility. 

Born in South Carolina 100 years 
ago on December 5, 1891, Mrs. Spar- 
row moved to Newark and raised her 
son and a daughter there. Mrs. Spar- 
row’s son died some years ago; today, 
she is visited often by her 77 year old 
daughter, Bea. 

Mrs. Sparrow came to the Extended 
Care Facility after being a client in the 
Medical Day Care Center. Mrs. Spar- 
row, a very alert 100 year old is apt to 
give you her opinion on world affairs. 
Asked how she managed to live to be 
100, Mrs. Sparrow says she led “a good 
life and minded her own business.” 
Good advice for us all.

In order to accomplish new im- 
provements in the Englewood Com- 
munity, Mrs. Eisen, president of the 
Tenants Association said, “It’s very 
important for the property, that we 
have good relations between the 
tenants and management.” 


In that regard they were so satisfied 
with everything that Mrs. Rafaela 
Rodriguez, an Englewood II resident 
said afterwards, “It has been the best 
meeting Englewood tenants ever 
had.”

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NCC Low-Income Rental 
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Units Receive Funding 


Under a program run by the 
Federal Home Loan Bank (FHLB) 
New York, New Community will 
receive $250,000 in subsidies for 
planned low-income housing. The pro- 
gram funds will also go to two other 
Newark projects among nine 
state-wide. 

The affordable housing funds are 
from a private sector program, using 
monies which normally would be 
dividends paid to stockholders, in- 
cluding savings and loans, savings 
banks and a credit union. 

The consortium of FHLBNY 
stockholder institutions will provide 
long-term financing for New Com- 
munity Estates, a $6.9 million, 
56-unit development of two-story 
townhouses. All units are rental 
housing. 

Through the FHLBNY Affordable 
Housing program, Investors Savings 
and Loan will use a $250,000 gap 
grant to buy down the principal 


amount on the permanent mortgage. 
The balance of the mortgage financ- 
ing will be shared as a participation 
among three FHLBNY stockholder 
institutions, which are Investors Sav- 
ings and Loan, Gibralter Savings 
Bank, SLA, and First De Witt Sav- 
ings and Loan. 

With the announcement in 
December, the FHLB has made a 
total of $8.74 million available in 
1991, towards the financing of 2,060 
units of affordable housing in the 
district covered by the bank. 

The NCC Estates funding is in ad- 
dition to a grant for $74,270 award- 
ed for NCC Bayview Courts in Jersey 
City, a $2.3 million, 18-unit project 
for very low-income residents in two- 
story townhouses. A total of 33 units 
will be developed. 

Midlantic Bank and Pamrapo Sav- 
ings Bank also contributed to the 
funding for the Bayview Courts 
project. 


Cooperation & Commitment 
Build Bayview Courts 


It seems that every day the problem 
of homelessness in our country 
becomes more serious. Lack of affor- 
dable housing drives more and more 
families to the brink of desperation — 
sometimes beyond. 

One small step toward a solution to 
these social problems was celebrated 
in Jersey City on December 9. Like 
a baby’s first step, this one had been 
long in coming and preceded by many 
false starts. 

The speakers at the grand opening 
of New Community Bayview Courts 
celebrated the unique, public-private 
partnership forged by New Communi- 
ty Corporation, Jersey City Officials, 
Colgate-Palmolive, the N.J. Dept. of 
Community Affairs, Midlantic Bank, 
Pamrapo Savings Bank and the 
Federal Home Loan Bank of N.Y. 

In these times it is extremely dif- 
ficult to generate low rent housing. 
This project could not have been ac- 
complished without tremendous 
cooperation and a strong commitment 
from our lenders, Midlantic, Pamrapo 
and Federal Home Loan Bank, and 
the sale of tax credits. 

Even as he prayed that God would 
bless the occupants of these new 
homes, Msgr. William Linder remind- 
ed the Lord that the people who had 
put so much into this development 
would need lots more energy because 
there is much more to be done. 

Fifteen untis occupy the Ocean and 
Van Nostrand Avenues site. Eighteen 
more are projected to occupany an 
empty lot down the street. The units 
are designed for eventual conversion 
to ownership and a long term pur- 
chase option may be offered to the 
tenants. 

The number will soon grow to 86, 
eventually to 100 units scattered 


throughout Jersey City. 

Marvelous as this is, it does not 
make a dent in the housing problem, 
and is “not the way to do it,” given 
the need, according to Msgr. Linder, 
who expressed hope that the day of 
celebration would become a housing 
rally of sorts, drawing attention to 
the need for more. 

Cecilia Faulks, NCC Director of 
Personnel, felt good just being there, 
because “we haven't had a housing 
opening for a long time, not since 


NCC Sussex (a beautiful 
rehabilitated apartment in 
Newark).” 


Every New Community represen- 
tative, from Msgr. Linder to Director 
of Development, Ray Codey, to 
Cecilia Faulks expressed similar sen- 
timents: we are proud of our ac- 
complishments; there is more to be 
done; so there can be no stopping us 
now.

New Community Home Health Care Reaccredited 


Sister Ann Tumulty, Director of 
New Community Home Health Care, 
received word on December 18th, 
1991, that its accreditation had been 
renewed for the next twelve months. 
“Through adherence to Commission 
on Accreditation for Home Care Inc. 
standards over the past year, you and 
your staff have helped New Com- 
munity Corporation maintain its 
high quality of services” the letter 
from the CAHC congratulated. 

Accreditation involves an extensive 
evaluation and review process to in- 
sure that home care agencies in New 
Jersey are maintaining strict, defin- 
ed standards. Once accredited, agen- 
cies must undergo ongoing monitor- 

. ing to insure compliance to the stan- 
dards. Reaccreditation is awarded 
yearly to those agencies maintaining 
strict standards of quality home care. 

To date, 37 agencies in New Jersey 


have been granted accreditation. 
The Commission on Accreditation 
for Home Care was established in 
1985 as a major initiative to promote 
and enforce quality assurance stan- 
dards for home care in New Jersey. 


According to Lita Talbot, Chairper- 
son of the Commission, “We believe 
it is our responsibility on behalf of the 
public not only to provide a rigorous 
accreditation process for agencies, but 
also to increase public awareness on 
the importance of using only ac- 
credited agencies.” 


“New Community Corporation is 
maintaining its high quality of ser- 
vice,” added Deborah Reese, Ac- 
creditation Coordinator for the Com- 
mission. “The citizens of Essex Coun- 
ty are fortunate to have access to an 
agency that provides such quality 
care.”

Health Fair An Eye Opener 


At a recent health fair co-sponsored 
by New Community Corporation and 
United Hospital Medical Center, 
many residents became aware of ser- 
vices provided by the NCC Health 
Care Program. 

The health fair ran for two days in 
the NCC Shopping Center on Bergen 
Street, the location of our new 
Pathmark supermarket. Education 
and awareness of services were the 
goals of the event, said Sr. Ann 
Tumulty, Director of Home Health 
Care at New Community. 

Screening for blood pressure and 
sickle-cell anemia, eye testing and 
respiratory screenings were offered as 


residents. 


well as diabetic screening and nutri- 
tional information on such chronic ill- 
nesses. Information concerning NCC 
Social Services, Home Health Care, 
Home Friends and Adult Day Care 
was provided. 

The child and illness, nutrition and 
hospitalization, with a family focus 
for HIV and sickle-cell anemia was 
covered at another station. 

The health fair was held during Na- 
tional Home Care Week creating an 
opportunity to focus on home care and 
caregiver issues. 

NCC Home Care already serves 264 
Medicaid patients in Newark, Irv- 


The recent Home Health fair proved to be ve 


ington and East Orange, with a staff 
of 64 home health aides, many of 
whom have left the welfare rolls as a 
result of their new employment. 

The program allows elderly and 
chronically ill patients to remain in 
their homes as a result of the home 
care services. For those who cannot 
manage for themselves, the help with 
daily chores keeps them from 
institutionalization. 

The free screening was offered 
because many of the low and middle 
income residents in the New Com- 
munity area do not have access to 
such opportunities. United Hospital 
Medical Center works closely with

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Director Of Security Attends 
International Conference On Urban Safety 


On November 18, 19 and 20, 1991, 
Director James DuBose had the op- 
portunity to attend the Second Inter- 
national Conference in Paris, France, 
on Urban Safety, Crime and Drug 
Prevention. As a delegate member of 
the Milton S. Eisenhower Foundation 
and representing the New Communi- 
ty Corporation, he, along with 49 
other delegates from throughout the 
United States, led by Ms. Lyn Curtis, 
Director of the Foundation, met with 
other delegates from 60 nations 
worldwide. 

The conference, held at the C.N.LT. 
(World Trade Center) in Paris, was an 
international exchange of useful ex- 
periences and innovative ideas as to 
how national and local authorities 
can better work together to combat 
the growth of crime and maintain the 
quality of life in our cities. 

Introduced at the conference were 
security and crime prevention 
policies that have been put into prac- 
tice in different countries over recent 
years, that deal with young people at 
risk. There were also opportunities 
throughout the conference for sharing 
experiences and different approaches 
to crime prevention. The four themes 
of the conference were: Theme I. 
Preventing and Treating Drug 
Abuse; Theme II. Responding to the 
Needs of Young People at Risk; 
Theme III. Developing Local 
Responses to Recidivism; and Theme 
IV. Mobilizing the Community to Pre- 
vent Crime. 


The major contributors at the con- 
ference and workshops were the 
United States, the United Kingdom 
and France. 


There was international unanimi- 
ty in the following: Governments are 
going to have to spend more money 
than they have been spending on 
children and at risk youth, since they 
represent the world’s future. The 
answer proposed to the prevention of 
urban drugs and crime was early 
childhood education offered in pre- 
school programs. In France, where 
98% of the children age three to five 


Security Holds Final 


In keeping with its quarterly in- 
service training program for all 
security officers, the New Communi- 
ty Security Department held the final 
training sessions for the year on 
December 10th and 11th. 

The training agenda consisted of: 
Rules and Regulations; Patrol 
Techniques; Report Writing; Self 
Defense; Domestic Violence; Court 
Room Testimony and Behavior; Com- 
munity Relations; Delivery of a Baby; 
and Policy and Procedures for Bomb 
Scares. 

Instructors were: Security Director 
James E. DuBose; Sergeant/Ex- 
ecutive Officer Andrew Perry and 


years attend free pre-school, it is 
estimated that the taxpayer saves 
five dollars for every one dollar in- 
vested in pre-school. To accomplish 
this in the United States, it is 
estimated that it will take at least 10 
billion dollars for the next ten years. 
One solution offered for raising 
money was to reduce defense spend- 
ing, not raise taxes. The United 
States is number one in addictive 
research and number one in drug 
production. 

Local governments cannot solve the 
crime problem alone, but by a com- 
bination of strong family ties, social 
services and programs that lead to 
jobs. Through job training, education 
and strong community support, with 
the police working hand in hand, pro- 
gress can be made. Emphasis should 
be placed on prevention rather than 
the present system of incarceration 
which has been proven ineffective. It 
was brought out that third world na- 
tions which are extremely poor, such 
as India and Africa, experience very 
little youth crime because of strong 
family ties. 

Every nation is suffering from the 
evils of the drug epidemic, therefore 
it was felt a multinational system of 
combating the war on drugs should be 
established. The exchange of informa- 
tion and ideas with one another 
would help the world to be a safer 
place, especially since the world is 
getting smaller. 

Mrs. Francois Mitterand, wife of 
the French Premier, addressed the 
delegates during the last session of 
the conference. There were a number 
of receptions held in honor of the con- 
ference delegates. One was hosted by 
the Mayor of Paris in the Town Hall, 
the other was held at the La Arache 
de La Defense by the Paris Police 
Department. 

On November 21, a group of 
American delegates had breakfast 
with Governor Robert Martinez of 
Florida, Advisor to President Bush on 
Drugs and Director of the National 
Drug Control Policy. The Governor 
spoke on U.S. policies on drugs.

On Wednesday evening, December

Rev. Lauvenia Green of NC 
Roseville, a Charter Member of the 
Institute, opened the ceremonies with 
greetings and a prayer.

Prayer, springing from simplicity of 
heart and motive, expressing itself in 
simplicity of speech and petition, is 
worship, the highest activity of which 
the human spirit is capable — commu- 
nion with God.

There was a time when a parent 
would kneel by the side of her child at 
bedtime and recite a prayer which the 
child would learn to say with the 
parent until he got to know how to 
pray by himself, at which time the 
parent would at bedtime say: “don't 
forget to say your prayers.” The latter 
part of the prayer would be a list of peo- 
ple the child would ask God to bless. 

A prayer called “grace” was said in 
unison by family members before eat- 
ing food at each meal, and on later oc- 
casions by the child when designated 
by the parent. It was common, a part 
of the family culture, to thank God for 
the food about to be eaten. 

“The root of the family is in the per- 
son of its head,” said Mencires. “Ifthe 
root is holy, so are its branches.”

Parents in teaching their children to 
pray, should teach them to pray not for 
material acquisition but for spiritual 
inspiration, motivation, and guidance.
